Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.—[Special,]— 
Senator Gallinger of New Hampshire to- 
night made public a reply to the letter of 
Dr. W. W. Keen of Philadelphia, who claimed 
a week ago that he had saved the life of 
Midshipman Aiken, the football player, with 
knowledge acquired by vivisection of ani- 
mais. Senator Gallinger, who is himself a 
member of the medical profession, flatly 
ehallenges Dr. Keen’s statement. 

Dr. Keen defended the practice of viyi- 
section and deciared that Senator Gallinger 
was making efforts to secure “ inhuman 
and cruel legisiation.’’ The senator denies 
this, saying he has only sought to secure 
humane legislation that would prevent cru- 


. Vivisection Not Relicble. 

Answering Dr. Keen's declaration that 
vivisection had saved Midshipman Aiken's 
life, Senator Gallingersays: 

™ Your argument turns entirely on an as- 
sumption which cannot be maintained— 
namely: that the lgcalization of the functions 
i the brain of man has been determined 
by experimentation on animals. The brains 
of animals differ from the brain of man 
and also differ from one another, so that 
simulation of a certain part of the brain 
will produce a certain effect in one animal 
and another effect in another animal. Long 
history of experiment on the brains of ani- 
mais has shown that it is only not safe to 
reason from the brains of animals to that 
of man, but. that such reasoning is not safe 
as between the brain of one animal and that 
of another.”’

ETHIOS OF BUYING.

Women That They Do Wrong When 
They Examine Goods with No 
Thought of: Purchasing, and Also 
Urges Them Not to Encourage 
Sweatshop Made Goods—Must Keep 
Highest Ideals in Mind. |

hall. 


turn over articles on the counters and com 
pare prices with no intention of buying,” 
she said. ‘It only distracts the attention 
of the clerks from those women who really 
wish to buy. Nor should women worry the 
saleswomen by an imperious air or other 
discourtesy or by compelling them to show 
goods just to satisfy the whims of the shop- 
per. This is all sinful and I would add that 
it is just as wrong to leave your shopping 
to the last lent and then add to the crush 
about the coun 

The audience wae mostly composed of 
women, who evinced much interest in the 
lecturer’s remarks, but this interest deep- 


woman continued: 

“We have no right to! buy goods at any 
store unless we know under what conditions 
those goods were manufactured. They may 
have come from sweatshops, where hun- 
dreds of mites of children toll through the 
weary hours when they should be sleeping. 
They may have been stitched and cut and 
hemmed in rooms heavy with a vile atmos- 
phere, devoid of sanitation, and tie: 
manifold diseases. 

“When you buy such wsiode you are im- 
moral—as immoral as more direct sinners— 
for you encourage the continuance of such 
conditions, you help maintain a high death 
rate, you help breed sickness, you make it 
necessary to pay yearly larger amounts for 
police protection against crime and for in- 
spectors of the public health. : 

“If we are to hope to improve the race 
you women must practice moral buying, as 
you would moral living. This reform must 
begin, ike all others, in the home. You must 
not buy merely because a thing is cheap. 
You must. not buy red or yellow headed 
matches, for you will encourage the con- 
tinuance of conditions that produce the ter- 
rible eating disease prevalent among work- 
ers in sulphur and phosphorus. You should 


buy crockery, you should avoid. all those 
kinds in which the glaze is made of lead. 
Of the sweatshops Mrs. Widdrington said: 
“ Both here and in England the hours are 
long and the holidays infrequent. I dont’ 


moved by voluntary agencies, although these 
can set an excellent example by drawing at- 
tention to the seriousness of the problem, 
initiating some lesser,reforms and educating 
public opinion to the necessity of legislation 
on behalf of the shop employés.”’
